1. Short title and commencement.—(1). These

2. Number of Post, classification and scale of 
pay.—The number of the post, its classification 
and the scale of pay attached thereto, shall be as 
specified in columns 2 to 4 of the Schedule annex¬ 
ed hereto. 

3. Method of recruitment, age limit, qualifica¬ 
tions etc.—The method of recruitment, age limit, 
qualifications and other matters relating to the 
said post shall be as specified in columns 5 to 14 
of the said Schedule. 


4. Disqualification.—No person,— 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a 
marriage with a person having a spouse 
living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, hds enter¬ 
ed into or contracted a marriage with 
any person, 

shall be eligible for appointment to the said post : 

Provided that the Central Government 

may, if satisfied that such mar¬ 

riage is permissible under the personal 
law applicable to such person and the 
other party to the marriage and that! 
there are other grounds for so doing, 
exempt any person from the operation 
of this rule. 

5. Power to relax.—Where the Central Gov¬ 
ernment is of the opinion that it is necessary, or 
expedient so to do, it may by order, for reasons to 
be recorded in writing, relax any of the provisions 
of these rules with respect to any class or cate¬ 
gory of persons. 

6. Saving.—Nothing in these rules shall affect 
reservations, relaxation in age limit and other con¬ 
cessions required to be provided for the Scheduled 
Castes, the Scheduled Tribes and other Special 
categories of persons in accordance with the orders 
issued by the Central Government from time to 
time in this regard.

G.S«R. 598.—In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the President hereby m kes the 
following rules regulating the method of recruitment to the post of Stenographer, Grade If in the Tourist Offices of Government oflndia 
under the Ministry of Tourism (Department of Tourism), namely:— 

1. Short title and commencement:—These rules may be called the Ministry of Tourism (Department of Tourism) Tourist Offices 
of Government of India, (Group ‘C’ Posts) Recruitment Rules, 1983. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette, 

2. Numb -T of posts, classification and scales of pay:—the number of the said post, its classification and the scale of pay attached 
thereto shall be as specified columns 2 to 4 of the Schedule annexed to those rules. 

3. Method of recruitment, age limit and qualifications etc:—The method of recruitment to the said post, age limit, qualifications and 
other matters relating thereto shall be as specified in columns 5 to 13 of the said Schedule. 
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4. Disqualification:—No person,— 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with a person having a spouse living; or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or contracted a marriage with any person, 
shall be eligible for appointment to the said post; 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that such marriage is permissible under the Personal Law applicable to such 
person and the other party to the marriage and there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any person from the operation of this rule, 

5. Power to relax:—Where the Central Government is of opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may by an order for 
reasons to be recorded in writing relax any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or category of persons. 

6. Saving;—Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations, relaxation of age limit and other concessions required to be provided 
for the Scheduled Castes, Scheduled Tribes and other special categories of persons in accordance with the orders issued by the Central 
Government from time to time in this regard.

DRAFT RULES 

1, These rules may be called the Aircraft 
(Amendment) Rules, 1983. 

2. In the Aircraft Rules 1937— 

1. in rule 3, in sub-rule (1)— 

(i) clause (3) shall be omitted ; 

(ii) after clause (4), the following clauses 
shall be inserted, namely :— 

“(4A) ‘aeronautical beacon’ means an 
aeronautical ground light visible at 
all azimuth either continuously or in¬ 
termittently to designate a particular 
point on the surface of the earth; 

(4B) “aeronautical ground light” 
means any light provided as an aid 
to air navigation other than a light 
displayed on an aircraft.”; 

2. for Part VIII and the heading thereto, the 
following shall be substituted, namely :— 

“Part VIII-Aeronautical beacon, aerodrome 
ground lights and False lights.”; 

3. for rule 65, the following rule shall be sub¬

(a) No aeronautical beacon or aeronautical 
ground light shall be established or 
maintained within India nor shall the 
character of the light exhibited therefrom 
be altered except with the approval in 
writing of the Central Government and 
subject to such conditions as may be 
prescribed. 
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(b) No person shall willfully or negligently 
endanger or interfere with any aeronau¬ 
tical beacon or aeronautical ground light 
established or maintained by or with the 
approval of the Central Government or 
any light exhibited therefrom;” 

4. in rule 66, for sub-rule (1), the following 
sub-rule shall be substituted, namely :— 

“(1) Whenever in India any light is exhibited,— 

(a) in the vicinity of an aerodrome within 
a redius of 5 kilo-meters on an aeronau¬ 
tical beacon so as to be liable to be mis¬ 
taken for an aeronautical ground light 
or an aeronautical beacon; or 

(b) which by reason of its liability to be mis¬ 
taken for an aeronautical ground light 
or an aeronautical beacon is calculated 
to endanger the safety of an aircraft; or 

(c) which being in the vicinity an aerodro¬ 
me is liable by reason of its glard to en¬ 
danger the safety of an aircraft arriving 
at or departing from the aerodrome; or 

(d) which may prevent or cause confusion 
by reason of its intensity, configuration 
or colour in the clear interpretation of 
visual aids for navigation denoting ob¬ 
stacles or restricted use areas”; 

The Central Government may serve a notici 
upon the owner or person in possession of the 
place where the light is exhibited or upon the per¬ 
son having charge of the light directing that owner 
or person within a reasonable time to be specified 
in the notice to take effectual means for extingui¬ 
shing or for effectually screening the light and for 
preventing for the future the exhibition of any 
similar light.”.

G.S.R. 609.—Whereas the draft of certain rules 
further to amend the Limestone and Dolomite 
Mines Labour Welfare Fund Rules, 1973, was 
published as required by sub-sm'ion (1) of Sec¬ 
tion 16 of the Limestone and Dolomite Mines 
Labour Welfare Fund Act, 1972 (62 of 1972), 
at pages 901 to 903 of the Gazette of India, 
Part-II, Section 3, Sub-section (i) dated April 2, 
1983, under the notification of the Government 
of India in the Ministry of Labour & Rehabilita¬ 
tion, Department of Labour No. G.S.R. 289 dated 
the 23rd March, 1983, inviting objections and 
suggestions from all persons likely to be affected 
thereby, on or before the expiry of forty-five days 
from the date of publication of the said notifica¬ 
tion 

And whereas the said Gazette was made avail¬ 
able to the public on April 2, 1983. 


And whereas no objection or suggestions have 
been received from the public on the said draft 
by the Central Government; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers con¬ 
ferred by section 16 of the Act, the Central Gov¬ 
ernment hereby makes the following rules, name¬ 
ly—: 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Limes¬ 
tone and Dolomite Mines Labour Welfare Fund 
(Second Amendment) Rules 1983. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of 
their publication in the official gazette. 

2. In rule 43 of the Limestone and Dolomite 
Mines Labour Welfare Fund Rules, 1973 (here¬ 
inafter referred to as the said rules) after sub¬ 
rule (1), the following sub rule shall be inserted, 
namely ■— 

“(1 A) (a) Every purchasing agent or stoc¬ 
kist of Limestone or dolomite shall 
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maintain in Form D-l a date-wise regis¬ 
ter of the receipts and disposal of limes¬ 
tone or dolomite. 

(b) At the close of each month the entries 
made against each date in the register 
shall be totalled and the total receipt 
and disposal during the month shall be 
entered therein. 

(c) The duty of excise as fixed under sec¬ 
tion 3 payable by the purchasing agent 
or the stockist under section 4 in rela¬ 
tion to such limestone or dolomite to 
the occupier of factory shall be calcu¬ 
lated and recorded in the register itself 
alongwith the amount of duty actually 
paid. 

Explanation.—In calculating the duty of excise 
payable, a frabtion of less than half a tonne in 
total of limestone or dolomite sold or otherwise 
disposed of to the occupier of any factory during 
the month shall be ignored and a fraction of half 
or more than half a tonne shall be reckoned as 
one tonne. 

3. In rule 44 of the said rules,—

(i) after the words "disposed of by him”, 
the following words shall be inserted,

(ii) after the words "such owner”, the fol¬
